ing both firms, then crossed 
an old partition to a Gamble's 
department store, damaging 
the first and third floors.

clothing store basement about 
5:40 
p.m., firemen said, and

non-burning gases up to the 
store and then the heat ap- 
parently cracl-:?d a window 
and when air rushed in the 
gas exploded. 


Firemen were able after that 


to work their way just inside 
the store's main door before 
there was a second and strong- 
er blast apparently again of 
gas, that shattered windows 
and hurled debris into t h e 
street. 


All of the firemen hit were 


able to leave the building un- 
der their own power. 


The blaze then swept into 


the music store and finally 
into Gamble's before firemen 
could halt the flames. 


Police Capt. Tony Belarcii- 


nelli, volunteer firemen and 
sheriff's deputies evacuated 
persons living in apartments 
over the burning building. No 
one was hurt. 


Police Chief Robert Miilard i 


used 30 to 35 men, including \ 
the police auxiliary, to hold: 
back spectators. 


About 85 Fremont firemen 


responded to the alarm, in- 
cluding about 60 volunteers, 
Fire Chief Glenn Blair said.

During the height of the 


blaze a heavy pall of smoke 
covered the downtown busi- 
ness district, cutting visabil- 
ity to about a block. 


All six of the hospitalized 


firemen were in satisfactory 
condition or better, L l o y d 
Hermansen, hospital adminis- 
trator, said. 


Natural gas lines to the 


damaged buildings were cut 
off during the fire and work- 
men were digging to get at a 
main gas line to cut it off, too. 


The fire was controlled at 


about 9:30 p.m.. firemen said.

You'd never know from the 


end products, gold-tinged pas- 
tels that they are, but every 
graceful piece had its start 
as a hedge root. More than 
200 of the creations brighten 
tables and television t o p s 
now in nine states. 


"We had bulldozed out a 


hedge row and were just go- 
ing to burn it when I noticed 
one root that was especially 
interesting," 
recalled 
the 


young farm wife. "I fixed it 
up for a present, and in two 
years the decorations h a v e 
become almost as much a bus- 
iness as a hobby." 


Satisfaction to her stems as 


much from the ''home-grown" 
origin as from the art in- 
volved. Of hard and heavy 
osage orange, the roots are as 
varied in shape as driftwood 
and are less subject to break- 
age. 


"I've also worked with real 


driftwood and with the mea- 
dow wood found in native pas- 
tures," noted Mrs. Borman, 
"but in my opinion the hedge 
roots have them both beat for 
beauty."

The Possible 


Effect 


Proposed by the Citizens Voice for 


Sensible Spending, headed by Crete busi- 
nessman Philip C. Anderson, is a constitu- 
tional limit on itate spending. Hi> propo>al 
would limn the slate \o spending equal lo 
1.25 percent of the total market value of all 
tangible properly on the slate's tax roll. 
Intangibles would not be included in figur- 
ing the limit and market value rather than 
assessed value would be the criterion. 


This is one proposal which it is hoped 


never gets off the ground. It is argued that

upon 
state 
spending 


because such

has been below the above limit. And fig- 
ures produced by the Xebraska Tax Re- 
search Council, Inc., show that such a 
limit might conceivably never have any 
effect. "The growth of (state j expenditures 
in the past five years through 1964 amount- 
ing to an increase of $18.1 million or 19 
percent would appear to indicate that in 
the next five years, state expenditures 
would exceed the limit proposed. However, 
a projection of expenditures based on a 
19 percent increase would only make the 
total for June 30, 1969, $133.7 million. 


"During the same period, growth of 


property values projected at the indicated 
rate of 11 percent would produce a base 
of $11.2 billion, and the limitation of 1.25 
percent would permit expenditures up to 
a little over $139 million. This could be $5.5 
million more than the projected expendi- 
tures." 


The council produces figures showing 


1959 spending equal to 1.038 percent of the 
market value of tangible property on the 
state tax rolls and 19&4 spending equal to 
1.106 percent. Thus, the proposed limit 
would appear to be relatively harmless. 


Such limits, however, are not proposed 


or adopted just for the fun of it. If it was 
never believed to be of any effect, then 
such a limit would be a somewhat foolish 
proposal to begin with. Thus, no such limit 
ought to be considered without considering 
the prospect of its having an effect at some 
time in the f u t u r e . The research council 
warns that its figures are only projections. 
It goes on to point out that spending pro- 
posals for the state at this time are up sub- 
stantially. It is quite possible that state 
government will show a record increase in 


appropriations through the current Legisla- 
ture 


This would not haxe to happen often 


before the 1.25 percent limit would take 
of let I. Such a limit fails to pass any of the 
tests that might be applied against it. For 
one thing, a State Supreme Court ruling of 
this week made it plain that market value 
is pretty intangible. It failed to upset State 
Board of Kqualization determinations which 
did not include an absolute justification of 
actual value with market value. The court 
spoke of the uncertainty of market \alues 
and considered this only one of many fac- 
tors in a r r i v i n g at assessment figures. 
Thus, it would seem unwise to base a limit 
on market values when no one knows what 
they are. 


* 
Further, property values are no mea- 


sure of ability to pay and to limit state 
spending on such a basis would be an un- 
wise thing to do. Property taxation is 
loaded with inequities and to make even 
more use of such a system as that seems 
to make little sense. 


Property as a tax base might have 


been appropriate many years ago and it 
might still be today in countries where 
wealth is measured in terms of property 
holdings, but such is not today the case in 
Nebraska. The use of property as a tax 
base or as a factor in spending limitations 
fails to take into account large parts of our 
economy. 


Beyond this is the question of whether 


we want any limit at all. assuming a rea- 


sonable one could be 
found. To arbitrarily 
set such a limit ex- 
cludes 
any and 
all 


consideration of need. 


When you set a spending limit, you say in 
effect that you don't care what the need is. 
This is not the kind of answer that Xebras- 
ka is looking for in attempting to grow and 
prosper with the rest of the nation. There 
is no such thing as retreat into prosperity. 
You don't progress by holding back, which 
has to be the basic argument for any spend- 
ing limitation. 


That a limit might not bother us for a 


few years is a poor argument to use in its 
behalf. What is more important is the fact 
that a limit could at some time in the fu- 
ture seriously interfere with vital state ex- 
pendjtures. To adopt such a constitutional 
provision could one day be the ruination 
of this state. It is hoped that the matter 
gets no further than the discussion stage.

Looking North And West 


How rumors get started is sometimes 


hard to figure out but everyone knows that 
it does happen. As a result of rumor, the 
City Council felt called upon to reaffirm its 
position of cooperation with the county in 
proceeding toward construction of a new 
city-county building at 10th and J and work- 
ing with the county toward the consolida- 
tion of activities where possible. 


A new building at 10th and J as quickly 


as possible and full cooperation 
between 


the city and county are surely what are 
now expected. Either of the governmental 
units that balked at this at this stage of 
things would be subject to serious criti- 
cism. The vote in favor of the new building 
at 10th and J was too overpowering and 
decisive to be subject to any further specu- 
lation. 


The council also discussed the possibili- 


ties of developing both 15th Street and J 
Street as these two run north and west 
from the State Capitol. This is commenda- 
ble, too, but could present some financial 
difficulties. Depending upon what can be 
assessed back against abutting property 
owners, this kind of development could be 
costly. 


To develop both streets as civic cen- 


ters with center parks, ornamental light- 
ing, etc., would be more than the city could 
afford at one time. The matter is one that 
ought to be thoroughly thought out and a 
priority 
arrangement 
between the two 


projects determined. J Street was never 
envisioned as such a center. If it is now to 
be one, it should be incorporated into the 
overall plans for downtown development 
and traffic movement. 


Too Much 'Viggah' 


In a way we envy Colorado. It is filled 


with people of considerable imagination 
with vigor to match. The result is they have 
lots of crises and they are all good ones. 


The latest crisis involves a group of 


Colorado University s t u d e n t s w ho be- 
thought themseh es to go to Mexico for a 
week end of high jinks. They went to Ma- 
zatlan which is a sunny, seaside place. The 
next thing the public knew there was a 
bevy of Colorado students racing up and 
down a public beach with no clothes on 
whatever. 


This might have passed relatively un- 


noticed because it took place during the 
time honored Mexican siesta period. But 
the American consul who happened to be 
gazing out of his official window got a good 
look at the goings on. He said, "My word!" 
and with that he sat down and wrote a 


stirring report to Washington. This was 
sufficient to start the international rela- 
tions machine rumbling and all of a sud- 
den the Mexican government had an inci- 
dent on its hands. It may not have upset 
Mexico much, but one does not throw in- 
ternational mail into the waste basket. That 
is even more true when a larger nation 
wishes to apologize to a smaller one. 


The upshot was that the Colorado boys 


were sent packing back to their snow cov- 
ered Rocky Mountains where weather com- 
bines with the laws against exhibitionism 
to keep clothing in its proper place. 


We really don't know how much harm 


was done. But we do know that youth in 
general has far too much vigor. Older peo- 
ple are capable of just as many crazy 
ideas. But they never would have 'sprinted 
down any beach. They would have walked. 


The French Attitude 


High prices and bad manners have 


served to d i m i n i s h the popularity of 
France among tourists. As a result tourist 
income has dropped from first position to 
third as an earner of foreign currency. 


The French are going to do something 


about it. Henceforth every alien woman 
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who arrives at the Paris airport will be 
gi-.c-n a lose and a bottle of perfume. Ev- 
ery visitor \\ill receive a book of "smile 
checks." They are not cashable but are lo 
be used by the tourist to reward cab driv- 
ers, hotel clerks, waiters and so on for 
their hospitality. At the end of the tourist 
season the holders of the most smile tickets 
will be given an expense paid trip to the 
West Indies, Haiti or the United States. 


This may teach a few of the French 


some good manners. But it is unfortunate 
that the plan contains nothing to teach the 
same to the French government. It is cur- 
rently busy using every device to pump 
gold out ot the American reserve regard- 
less of the effect on this country and the 
world money situation. 


This is not a new trick and it never 


works out. The French went for it in a 
big way aftor World War I. It recovered 
billions in reparations payments and se- 
questered the wealth. This was supposed 
to do .something for France. But it didn't. 
Groat Britain had to go off the gold stand- 
ard and soon the U.S.A. was prostrated by 
the worldwide depression. The gold was but 
little help to France and in a few years it 
had very little of it left.

nified Southern senators were

unreconstructed rebel f r o m 
Virginia, and Allen Ellender, 
from Louisiana. 


They were relaxing from 


the 
ardors 
of legislative 


work. Ellender from his prep- 
aration to whittle down the 
foreign aid bill rf a one- 
time Southern senator, now 
in the White House, and to fil- 
ibuster against the Xegro 
voting rights bill. 


But for the moment, be- 


side the swimming p o o l 
\vhere 
no 
ne\vspaperman 


could eavesdrop and no con- 
stitutent could bother them, 
they were discussing Gener- 
al Robert E. Lee's surrender 
at Appomattox and the end 
of the Civil War. 


Sen. Robertson, from the 


state that sired Gen- Lee, 
contended that the greatest 
error of the civil was was 
when Jeb Stuart got his sig- 
als crossed at Gettysburg. 


Sen. Robertson recalled the 


g r e a t 
military 
achieve- 


ments of his fellow Virginian 
—how his c a v a l r y had 
turned the tide in the first 
battle of Bull Run. how he 
had ridden circles around 
Gen. McClellan in the seven 
days battle, and how at Fred- 
ericksburg his horse artil- 
lery had checked Franklin's 
attack on Stonewall Jack- 
son. At ChancellorsvUle. Gen. 


Stuart had taken over after 
Jackson had been wounded. 


But. recalled the senator 


from Virginia as he reclined 
beside the swimming pool 100 
years later, something went 
wrong at Gettysburg. At the 
crucial moment, Gen. J e b 
Stuart did not get his orders 
and was absent on a raid. 
His calvary, reuirning to do 
battle, was met by Union cav- 
alry and defeated. T h u s 
Gettysburg and the C i v i l 
War were lost. 


The senator from Louisi- 


ana, staunch and vigilant de- 
fender of the South from 
northern legislation, listened 
attentively. 


"Perhaps it was just as 


well." he sighed, "the union 
was presened."

Press Ra///es To Save 


The Veterans Hospitals 


WEST LAKE. La. — Since 


lambasting the nation's press 
has become the favorite par- 
lor pastime of the pseudo- 
sophisticates and profession- 
al soreheads nowadays, per- 
haps this story should be 
told. 


It is a story of the Presi- 


dent, the press, poverty pock- 
ets—and, most important, of 
thousands of disabled war 
veterans. 


Last year, acting on the 


advice of so-called econom- 
ic experts, the President au- 
thorized the 
closing of a 


number of Veterans Admin- 
istration hospitals and instal- 
lations across the country. 
The 
patients were to be 


moved to larger VA hospi- 
tals. 


This was labeled economy, 


although in many cases the 
move would have required 
additional new construction 
at the larger hospitals — at 
taxpayers' expense. In addi- 
tion, the abandoned facilities 
were to be turned over to 
the Government Services Ad- 
ministration (GSA) for dis- 
posal. 


If history is any criterion, 


this w o u l d take several 
years, and the GSA would 
be lucky to get 10 cents on 
the dollar—and this would 
be the taxpayers' loss. 


Did somebody say econo- 


my? 


And, of course, nobody con- 


sulted the disabled veterans 
themselves, most of whom 
had been sent to a particu- 
lar VA hospital because of 
the climate or other condi- 
tions believed to be benefi- 
cial. N'or did anyone consult 
the families of tho vofornns 
who had moved to t h o s o 
areas to bo near them, and 
had established themselves 
jobs or business enterprises 


which would have to be aban- 
doned. 


In many cases, even the 


area politicians were n o t 
overly concerned at first, be- 
cause the larger cities to 
which the veterans were to 
be moved often were in their 
bailiwicks—and there 
a r e 


more votes in big cities than 
in small cities.

It was here that the press 


moved into action. And Fort 
Bayard, N.M., is a perfect 
example . . . 


This was a 
100-year-old 


Army 
fort 
and cemetery, 


then a hospital. More than 
60 years ago it led in pio- 
n e e r i n g tuberculosis re- 
search and care. 


When the 
announcement 


came that it was to be 
closed down and the veterans 
moved to other 
hospitals, 


which would need new con- 
struction to handle the over- 
flow, there was hardly a 
veteran, a doctor, a nurse, 
an attendant, an employee 
or a resident of the a r e a 
who wasn't infuriated. 


And when the elected pub- 


lic officials seemed slow to 
act, the Silver City D a i l y 
Press took up the 
fight. 


Where was the economy, it 
asked, and no one could an- 
swer. 


Meanwhile, the press was 


doing this same job a 1! 
across the nation. And the 
other day the President an- 
nounced he was going to re- 
consider the closing of these 
VA hospitals. He appointed 
a committee to study the sit- 
uation. 


Whatever comes of it, I 


think it proves again that 
without a press watching out 
for its people, and willing 
to stand up and holler to 
right a wrong, this nation 
would really be in s o r r y 
shape! 


WASHINGTON-The treas- 


ury raiders found the inven- 
tory on the truck they had 
seized included 100 subma- 
chine guns, new M-14 auto- 
malic r i f l e s , five tripod- 
mounted m a c h i n e gun^. 
flame throwers, several 25- 
pound aerial bombs, mortars 
and live ammunition for all 
weapons. 


This cache in Missouri is 


only one of many that have 
come to light in 
various 


parts of the country. It was 
linked to something called 
the counter-insurgency coun- 
cil which seems to be an off- 
shoot of the Minutemen. The 
latter is an extreme right- 
wing group calling for final 
armed 
resistance 
against 


the communists in and out of 
government who they say 
are about to take over the 
nation. 


An a r m s 
underground 


linked to apostles 
of 
hate 


and more or less open advo- 
cates of violence is a fact. 
How extensive it is no one 
seems to know. So w i d e - 
spread has been the pur- 
chase of weapons in 
the 


South by both whites and Ne- 
groes that sober observers 
regard 
certain 
area-; 
as 


armed camps where an un- 
easy truce prevails in t h e 
racial war. 


The hidden arsenal with all 


it can mean in turmoil and 
blood-shed underscores t h e 
struggle to enact a compara- 
tively mild federal arms-con- 
trol bill. Sen. Thomas 
J. 


Dodd (D., Conn.) has been 
trying for more than two 
years to persuade Congress 
to adopt a measure putting 
restraints on the mail-order 
gun business. 


Hundreds of pages of tes- 


timony have shown hmvthr-,e 
guns find their way into the 
hands of criminals, jii\enile 
delinquents and ps\chopaths. 
Dodd himself testified a year 
ago on how the more fla- 
grant 
of 
the 
mail-order 


houses circumvent state and 
local laws. He showed that 


three such firms ship into 
states having stringent fire- 
arms control laws so as to 
get around those laws. 


Pennsylvania requires the 


purchaser of a concealable 
firearm to wait 48 hours be- 
fore taking possession of the 
weapon. But one mail-order 
dealer had sent 100 firearms 
into Pittsburgh and over 150 
into Philadelphia in a three- 
year period. 


O v e r 1.500 guns w e r e 


shipped into Chicago by one 
firm. The majority w^re for- 
eign imports, the 
German 


"Hoscoe" at $12.95 and the 
British 
Enfield 
at 
$14.95. 


These are weapons, D o d d 
testified, not used by hunters 
nor by target shooters. They 
are used by juveniles and 
hoodlums of that city. He put 
into the record a photograph 
of a C h i c a g o judge with 
weapons confiscated f r o m 
teen-agers 
piled 
high on 


his b e n c h . The judge had 
said that he collected a bush- 
el basket of weapons every 
10 days. 


The Dodd bills would not 


abolish the mail-order gun 
business but it would make 
such anoin mous shipments 
impossible. The dealer would 
be required to ship weapons 
ordered by an individual to 
a reputable dealer in the 
area who would then be re- 
quired to observe state and 
local laws. 


But even this relatively 


mild proposal is opposed by 
the National Rifle Associa- 
tion. The association 
with 


its 1.125.000 members, some 
of them in affiliated clubs, 
is the principal force hold- 
ing back legislation on weap- 
ons. 
While gun manufactur- 


ers are not under the asso- 
ciation's rules allowed to be 
members, officers of the big 
weapons companies are ac- 
tive in the group. The XRA 
denies that it is a lobbyist 
organization, but" by most 
standards it qualifies. 


The XRA is (Connected with 


the D e f e n s e Department 
through the board for pro- 
motion of r i f l e practice 
which makes surplus weap- 
ons available to NRA mem- 
bers. As an example, t w o 
years ago 150.000 M-l cali- 
ber .30 carbines were sold 
for $20 plus shipping costs 
to certified XRA members. 
Last year the board sold 85.- 
429 carbines, pistols and pre- 
World War II rifles for about 
$1,500,000. 


An Army spokesman says 


that since the program was 
started in 1871 there h a s 
never been a problem of 
these weapons finding their 
way into criminal or psycho- 
pathic hands. The rule is one 
individual one weapon f o r 
life and less than 50 percent 
of XRA members get surplus 
guns. Target-shooting 
h a s 


long been a favorite sport. 
The American rifle team took 
a gold medal at Tokyo and 
one team member won an 
individual medal. 


The root of the matter 


then is to sort out the legiti- 
mate users from the under- 
world of weaponry. In the 
\iew of most observers this 
can only he done through 
federal legislation. The Fed- 
eral Firearms Act has not 
been amended for 30 years 
and is woefully inadequate 
to cope with the flood 
i»f 


weapons, 
many 
imported 


from abroad and 
sold 
at 


bargain basement prices. 


After the assassination of 


President Kennedy, Dodd's 
proposal got earnest atten- 
tion, since it was a mail-or. 
der rifle sent to a blind post- 
office box that killed t h e 
President.

High School Crad

The high school baseball player to- 


day who goes uncourted by major league 
scouts is a rare example, but Nebraska's 
Stan Bahnsen falls in that category. 


As a high school senior, Bahnsen had 


fewer offers from baseball scouts—either 
pro or college—than the ugliest girl in his 
class got for the junior-senior prom. 


But another performance like his shut- 


out over Missouri last Saturday could bring 
them rushing to his door. 


As a pitcher-third baseman on what 


Babnsen admits was a less than mediocre 
high school team at Council Bluffs (Iowa) 
Abraham Lincoln, the big right-hander was 
offered little inducement to continue his 
education in a baseball uniform. 


"The 
only school that talked to me 


about baseball was Bucna Vista," he re- 
calls. "But I could come down here (Uni- 
versity of Nebraska) cheaper than I could 
have gone to Buena Vista on the scholar- 
ship they offered me." 


Missouri coach Hi Simmons likely 


wishes Buena Vista had been a little more 
liberal with its offer since the Tigers do 
not play the small Iowa school and Bahn- 
sen, in his first college game, blanked 
Missouri, 4-0, on a two-hitter. 


How does a sophomore feel when he 


gets the word that he is to make his col- 
lege debut against the defending Big Eight 
champions and the runner-up in the Col- 
lege World Series? 


"Real lucky," he replies without hesi- 


tating. "Of course, I was nervous, but I 
was just real happy to get the chance to 
pitch." 


The 6-2. 185-pound right-hander credits 


NU catcher Larry Bornschlegl with help- 
ing him succeed in the opener against 
Missouri. 


"Jake (Bornshlegl) had confidence in 


my fast b a l l 1," Bahnsen relates. "He 
thought I could throw it past them. In the 
first inning, I only threw one change of 
speed pitch. The rest were all fast balls." 


Later in the game, however, Babn- 


sen began to mix up his pitches more. 
"My fast ball was working good," he re- 
calls. "So, I could get two strikes on them 
with the fast ball, then come in with the 
slider. 


"This was bothering the right-handed 


hitters, because the fast ball was tailing 
in on them and then the slider would 
move away from them just enough to be 
effective." 


The Husker sophomore credits h i s 


handling by NU coach Tony Sharpe as a 
freshman last spring with a large part of 
his rise from an unknown high school pitch- 
er to one of the aces on the Nebraska 
staff. 


"I gained a lot of confidence l a s t 


spring," he points out, "because Tony let 
me pitch a lot with the freshmen. 


"Confidence is a big thing with pitch- 


ing," he continues. "If you know you can 
throw the ball past the hitter, you've got 
a big advantage." 


Looking toward the remainder of the 


season, Bahnsen feels the double setback 
to Morningside in the season opener, may 
be an aid. 


"I knew we had the guys who could 


beat Missouri," he says, speaking of the 
Big Eight opener, "And I think we've got 
a good chance of winning the Big Eight. 


"Probably the best thing that could 


have happened to us was losing twice to 
Morningside," he continues. "That should 
keep us from becoming over-confident. 


"It's pretty hard to get a big iifciii 


when you think back to that doublehcad- 
er."

The high scho o l baseball player to ­ 
day who go es unco urted by m ajo r league 
sco uts is a rare ex ample, but N ebraska’s 
Stan Bahnsen falls in that catego ry. 
As a high scho o l senio r, Bahnsen had 
fewer o ffers fro m baseball sco uts—either 
pro o r co llege—than the ugliest girl in his 
class go t fo r the junio r-senio r pro m. 
But ano ther perfo rmance like his shut­ 
o ut o ver Misso uri last Saturday co uld bring 
them rushing to his do o r. 
As a pitcher-third baseman o n what 
Babnsen admits was a less than medio cre 
high scho o l team at Co uncil Bluffs (Io wa) 
Abraham Linco ln, the big right-hander was 
o ffered little inducement to co ntinue his 
educatio n in a baseball unifo rm. 
“ The o nly scho o l that talked to me 
abo ut baseball was Buena Vista,” he re­ 
calls. “But I co uld co me do wn here (Uni­ 
versity o f Nebraska) cheaper than I co uld 
have go ne to Buena Vista o n the scho lar­ 
ship they o ffered m e.” 
Misso uri co ach Hi Simmo ns likely 
wishes Buena Vista had been a little mo re 
liberal with its o ffer since the Tigers do 
no t play the small Io wa scho o l and Bahn­ 
sen, in his first co llege game, blanked 
Misso uri, 4-0, o n a two -hitter. 
Ho w do es a so pho mo re feel when he 
gets the wo rd that he is to make his co l­ 
lege debut against the defending Big Eight 
champio ns and the runner-up in the Co l­ 
lege Wo rld Series? 
“ Real lucky,” he replies witho ut hesi­ 
tating. “ Of co urse, I was nervo us, but I 
was just real happy to get the chance to 
pitch.” 
Tlie 6-2, 185-po und right-hander credits 
NU catcher Larry Bo rnschlegl with help­ 
ing him succeed in the o pener against 
Misso uri. 


"Jake (Bo rnshlegl) had co nfidence in 
my fast ba l l 1,” Bahnsen relates. “He 
tho ught I co uld thro w it past them. In the 
first inning, I o nly threw o ne change o f 
speed pitch. The rest were all fast balls.” 
Later in the game, ho wever, Bahn­ 
sen began to mix up his pitches mo re. 
“ My fast ball was wo rking go o d,” he re­ 
calls. “ So , I co uld get two strikes o n them 
with the fast ball, then co me in with the 
slider. 
“This was bo thering tlx c right-handed 
hitters, because the fast ball was tailing 
in o n them and then the slider wo uld 
mo ve away fro m them just eno ugh to be 
effective.” 
The Husker so pho mo re credits h i s 
handling by NU co ach To ny Sharpe as a 
freshman last spring with a large part o f 
his rise fro m an unkno wn high scho o l pitch­ 
er to o ne o f the aces o n the Nebraska 
staff. 
“I gained a lo t o f co nfidence l a s t 
spring,” he po ints o ut, “ because To ny let 
me pitch a lo t with the freshmen. 
“Co nfidence is a big thing with pitch­ 
ing,” he co ntinues. “If yo u kno w yo u can 
thro w the ball past the hitter, yo u’ve go t 
a big advantage.” 
Lo o king to ward the rem ainder o f the 
seaso n, Bahnsen feels the do uble setback 
to Mo rningside in the seaso n o pener may 
be an aid. 
“I knew we had the guys who co uld 
beat M isso uri,” he says, speaking o f the 
Big Eight o pener, “And I think we’ve go t 
a go o d chance o f winning the Big Eight. 
“Pro bably the best thing that co uld 
have happened to us was lo sing twice to 
Mo rningside,” he co ntinues. “ That sho uld 
keep us fro m beco ming o ver*co nfident. 
“It’s pretty hard to get a big iiead 
when yo u think back to that do ublehead­ 
er.”

Wilding said. 


Under the ordinance, beight | 


permits would be required for 
buildings within a 3 mile zoned 
hazard area. 


Authority attorney Chaun- 


cey Barney recommended ap- 
proval of the ordinance as a 
safety measure and said that 
the establishment of such air- 
port zoning regulations is re- 
quired by agreement with the 
federal government.
